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ARMED police are 
continuing to patrol a 
village where two men 
were shot dead on 
Tuesday night. 

Police are treating the 
shootings as murder. 

Suffolk officers were main¬ 
taining a cordon around Willow 
Park at Beck Row were they 
were called around 10.15pm on 
Tuesday night after reports of 
gun shots. 

Police were contacted by a 
member of the public who 
reported she had heard what 
she thought were a number of 
gun shots. 

Officers then took reports 
that there was a fire on the site. 
Armed police immediately 
attended, along with the fire 
service. 

On their arrival they found a 
car on fire at the entrance to 
the site and a man on the 
ground. 

He was dead and appeared 
to have suffered gunshot 
wounds. The body of a second 
man was found in the car.

He also appeared to have 
sustained gunshot wounds. 

Investigations are now under 
way involving detectives from 
the Norfolk and Suffolk foint 
Major Investigation Team. 


Suffolk’s county policing 
commander, Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Stewart Gull, said: “We 
have arranged for extra patrols 
to be carried out by uniformed 
officers and our armed res¬

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Cancer 
survival 
rates rise 

OVARIAN cancer survival 
rates have almost doubled 
in the last three decades, 
Cambridge scientists have 
revealed. 

Only 21 per cent of 
women diagnosed with the 
disease in England and 
Wales in the early 1970s 
were still alive after five 
years. Today, the figure is 41 
per cent. It means more 
than 1,000 women per year 
are surviving ovarian 
cancer for at least five 
years, according to re¬ 
search by Cancer Research 
UK’s Cambridge Research 
Institute.

treats ovarian cancer pat¬ 
ients at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, said: “We face a 
real challenge in translating 
these improvements in 
survival to women whose 
ovarian cancer has already 
spread.”

“Clearly, the investigation 
is at an early stage - but we 
believe the deaths are 
connected to an ongoing 
dispute. 

“I would urge anyone who 
has any information about 
this incident - or saw 
anything suspicious in the 
vicinity of Willow Park, to 
contact us immediately.” 

He added that the comm¬ 
unity should not be fearful 
and there is no ongoing 
threat of harm to people in 
the wider community. 

Five people had been 
arrested at the site earlier 
this month following an 
alleged shooting incident at 
the same site in which no 
one was hurt. 

Trevor Buckley, who with 
his wife Gloria, runs the 
nearby council-approved 
Sandy Park Traveller site, 
said: “The police knocked us 
up at about 1.15am to see if 
we were alright. 

“I have never been down 
to the other site. It is tragic 
for them and a tragedy for 
the community.”

Debt crisis sparks 
CAB plea for cash 


A COUNCIL is set to 
give a cash boost to 
CABs - to deal with a 
flood of people seeking 
help over debt. 

Grants of £10,000 to both 
Newmarket and Brandon and 
Mildenhall Citizen Advice 
Bureau centres are set to be 
approved by Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Both offices have seen a 
sharp increase in the number 
of requests for debt and 
money advice in response to 
the worsening economic 
situation. 

In Newmarket, from April 1 
to November last year, the 
bureau received 1,426 new 
enquiries. 

The value of cases totals

£753,510 for priority debt and 
£2,409,815 for non-priority 
debt. 

New inquiries at Brandon 
and Mildenhall CAB for the 
same period were 1,063. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, New¬ 
market CAB chairman and a 
district councillor, said: “This 
is a very positive move by the 
council as it faces having to 
make big savings. 

“The money is desperately 
needed to cope with the high 
number of people who need 
specialist debt services, and 
this money will help us keep 
that service going. 

“We have a lot of people 



who have lost their jobs and 
got into debt. We are not all as 
well paid as Suffolk County 
Council chief Andrea Hill.” 

Councillors will meet next 
Tuesday to vote on the pro¬ 
posal. 

Cllr Hirst added: “There is 
currently no existing budget 
provision for the additional 
£20,000 of grant funding 


being requested. 

But if councillors agree 
with the recommendation to 
approve the additional 
funding request, then savings 
will be required to be found 
within other areas of the 
community services com¬ 
mittee’s budget. 

The council said funding 
has not yet been found. 

But a report to the comm¬ 
ittee warns: “If the CABs were 
no longer in the position to 
be able to provide free money 
and debt advice there is a risk 
that the council would be 
faced with the need to 
provide such advice directly 
itself, for which it currently 
does not have the staff re¬ 
sources to meet the in¬ 
creasing level of demand.”

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Centre plan 
mooted for 
drug abusers 

A DROP-IN centre for people with 
substance misuse problems could be set 
up after action against squatters. 

The Newmarket police safer 
neighbourhood team has discussed the 
idea with Forest Heath District Council 
officers after incidents involving squatters 
and damage to buildings. 

A centre would provide people with 
drink or drug problems a place to find 
support. 

A number of empty buildings in 
Newmarket High Street were used by 
squatters for several weeks before a police 
clamp-down. 

They were damaged when pipes and 
other items were pulled out. The owners 
were advised to tighten up security and 
“high visibility” police patrols were carried 
out in the area. As a result, the squatters 
have moved out. 

Now the police are hoping that a drop- 
in centre could help prevent further 
problems, although no details have been 
given about the possible site for the centre. 

Other issues tackled by the team in the 
past month included anti-social 
behaviour in the play area at Churchill 
Court flats. 

Officers carried out a joint door-knock 
exercise with officials from Kings Forest 
Housing, which owns the flats, and young 
people were spoken to about their 
behaviour. 

Since then, there have been no further 
incidents reported, but police have 
continued to patrol the area.

DOZEN of well-wishers gathered this 
week to greet Prince Charles on his 
visit to the region.

Cheveley _ 

AT THE parish council 
meeting last Tuesday, a 
resident raised additional 
concerns to those raised at 
the last parish council 
meeting about the affordable 
housing that had been 
discussed. These included 
that the affordable housing 
could be accommodated at 
a higher density and so use 
only the land between 199 
and 209 High Street. 

Another resident expressed 
disappointment that, 
following the removal of goal 
posts at the recreation 
ground for safety reasons, 
there were no facilities for 
local children to play 
football. 

Parish councillors reported 
that they had received 
similar comments from other 
parents. It was agreed to 
investigate the possibility of 
purchasing new goal 
equipment but to delay 
making a final decision until 
the views of local people 
could be taken into account 
at the annual parish meeting 
on May 17 where it was 
hoped that suggestions 
would come forward as to 
the preferred use of the 
recreation ground and the 
pavilion. 

The church warden had 
requested that the yellow grit 
bin placed by the side of the 
entrance gate to the church 
be relocated as this entrance 


was used by wedding 
parties and it was felt that it 
could be unsightly in 
photographs. The chairman 
and vice chairman had 
looked at possible 
alternatives and it was 
agreed that if it was 
acceptable to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council to have it moved a 
short distance away from 
the gate this would be 
suggested. 

The county council would 
also be approached in regard 
to providing a direction sign 
to the cemetery. 

A request from the British 
Heart Foundation to put a 
book or clothing bank at the 
recreation ground was 
considered and it was felt 
that as there was already a 
clothing bank there it would 
not be sensible to agree to 
another. 

However, there was no 
objection to a book bank 
being installed. 

The clerk was requested to 
write to Suffolk County 
Council expressing the 
parish council’s concern at 
the proposal to close 
Newmarket recycling centre. 
Following a query from a 
member of the public it was 
noted that the parish council 
had no record of having 
received notification of 
proposed alteration of the 
Freedom Bus Travel 
timetable. 

The ongoing content of the 


council’s website was 
discussed and Betty Hedges 
offered to monitor this and 
report back to the council 
with suggestions as to how 
this might be improved. The 
next parish newsletter would 
be drafted for amendment 
and approval at the April 
meeting. 

At the meeting of Cheveley 
pavilion and recreation 
ground charity, it was 
decided that the water at the 
pavilion would be turned on 
and the electricity safety 
check carried out towards 
the end of March, or the 
beginning of April, so the 
building is suitable for 
potential hire. 

The parish council had been 
advised by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council that rubbish bags 
should not be stored in the 
car park at the recreation 
ground as it would be 
regarded as fly tipping, nor 
should it be placed outside 
the boundary ready for 
collection before 6pm on the 
eve of collection day. 

To resolve the problems that 
this caused it had been 
agreed that if the parish 
council purchased a storage 
unit with a combination lock 
and left any bagged-up 
rubbish in it this would be 
collected by the contractors. 
The next meeting will be held 
on Tuesday, April 12 in the 
community room at 
Cheveley School at 7.30pm.

HUNDREDS of school pupils have 
been taking part in an annual 
Crucial Crew event. 

All Year 6 pupils from five middle 
schools in the Forest Heath district 
have been learning about crime 
prevention and personal safety at 
the event, staged at Mildenhall 
Stadium. 

Around 450 pupils have been 


taking part in the week-long event, 
organised by Forest Heath Crime 
Prevention Panel. 

The eight different scenarios 
include how to cope with a fire, 
anti-social behaviour, first aid, cycle 
safety, internet safety, 999 calls, 
property marking and electrical 
safety.

LEADING figures from 
Newmarket’s horse¬ 
racing industry packed 
the latest council plan¬ 
ning meeting to discuss 
a controversial scheme 
to build 1,200 homes. 

Racing industry leaders are 
fighting Lord Derby’s plans to 
develop 160 acres of land at 
Hatchfield Farm, Newmarket. 
They contend that the scheme 
will harm the continued 
existence of the town as 
racing’s headquarters. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which has refused 
planning permission, is 
holding a series of meetings to 
establish “common ground” 
with Lord Derby’s team in 
advance of his appeal, which 
is due to be considered at a 
12-day public inquiry in fuly. 

The final decision on the 
development will be taken by 
Eric Pickles, secretary of state 
for communities and local 
government. 

Council planners have said 
that three of the five reasons 
for refusing planning appli¬ 
cation can be resolved 
through the “statement of 
common ground” and should 
not be maintained. 

The reasons relate to a lack 
of information about bats 
which may have habitat on 
the site, the absence of a 
signed legal agreement on 
“planning gains,” and the 
abolition of Government 
development targets. 

Lord Derby has promised to 
pay millions of pounds 
towards improvements in the 
town - including a horse 
bridge or underpass in 
Fordham Road - if the scheme 
is allowed to go ahead. 

District council planning 
chiefs have warned that the 
“significant” cost of defending

the appeal will have to be 
funded from cash held in 
reserves and in the council’s 
general fund. 

They have also raised the 
concern that the council 
could be saddled with paying 
Lord Derby’s legal costs if the 
council loses the appeal and is 
held to have acted “unreason¬ 
ably”. 

Members of the council’s 
planning committee agreed to 
employ a highways expert, at

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Schools inspections 
reap mixed results

THREE primary schools 
within two miles of each 
other have been rated 
outstanding, good and 
failing by Government 
inspectors. 

The “outstanding” award went 
to Ditton Lodge Primary School, 
Newmarket, which is having a £3 
million extension built. 

The village primary school at 
Exning was rated as good. 

But special measures have been 
introduced at Newmarket’s Houl- 
dsworth Valley Primary School 
after inspectors said it was failing 
to give pupils an acceptable 
standard of education. 

The school has been rated 
inadequate after inspectors from 
Ofsted reported that standards 
had dropped since the previous 
inspection in 2007. 

The inspectors reported: “The 
school’s record for improvement 
over the past three years is weak 
and its capacity to improve is 
inadequate.” 

They noted that issues high¬ 
lighted in the previous report had 
only recently begun to be tackled 
as a result of “significant support 
and intervention by the local 
authority (Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil).” 

The school will now be subject 
to close monitoring and regular 
inspections. 

Improvements are needed in 
leadership and management, 
according to the inspectors, and 
pupils, most of whom are under¬ 
achieving, need to get better at 
reading, writing and mathe¬ 
matics. 

Early years children’s provision

also needs improvement. 

But at the top end of the scale, 
Ditton Lodge, which comes under 
Cambridgeshire education auth¬ 
ority, was rated outstanding in 
almost all areas. 

The school has improved since 
the previous inspection when it 
was given a good rating with 
some outstanding elements. 

Angela Finn, the head, said: 
“We are particular delighted to 
get such a high grading. We have 
been working towards it since the 
last inspection.” 

At Exning school, pupils’ beh¬ 
aviour was praised as “outstand¬ 
ing” and had an “outstanding” 
attendance record. 

The report praised head James 


Clark for his leadership of a 
“strong and committed” team of 
staff. 

Philip Mellor, head of Houl- 
dsworth Valley, said: “Obviously 
myself, staff and governors are 
disappointed with the report, 
especially when so much hard 
work goes into providing for the 
children and their families. 

“We are pleased the report 
recognised the important aspects 
of care and support we offer the 
children and where we have had 
year groups that have not reached 
national averages, on which the 
majority of the negative aspects 
were based, we are committed to 
improve the situation as quickly 
as possible.”

Battle begins to 
halt Tesco plan 


TRADERS have started a 
petition opposing a 
major supermarket dev¬ 
elopment.

matter what they say about 
encouraging jobs. It’s just 
sheer greed. 

“It won’t contribute to the 
wellbeing of the town centre.” 

She said there were also 
issues with additional traffic 
going to and from the new 
store. 

“The town can’t cope with 
the traffic there is at present, 
particularly if there’s an 
accident on the A14.” 

Ms Green said the associat¬ 
ion had not sought to pub¬ 
licise the petition, which is in a 
number of town centre shops. 

“It’s going better than I 
expected,” she said. 

Butcher Eric Tennant said 
around 70 people had signed 
the petition at his shop in the 
Guineas centre. 

He said: “This will hit local 
traders. 


“They need to encourage 
people into the High Street 
and the town centre where 
things have been difficult 
since they brought in charges 
for parking.” 

Tesco published details of 
the plans in November and 
invited customers to sign their 
own petition in support of the 
scheme. 

At the time, Tesco represent¬ 
atives said an application for 
planning permission would be 
submitted by Christmas. 

But it has yet to be formally 
lodged with Forest Heath 
District Council. 

It is understood that the 
company has been involved in 
talks with council planners 
where one of the issues has 
been the possible “planning 
gain” for the town. 

A spokesman for Oaks Busi¬ 
ness Park Ltd, the developer 
leading the project on behalf 
of Tesco, said: “When we met 


the Retailers’ Association last 
month we explained that the 
replacement store would 
encourage people who travel 
out of Newmarket to buy 
products not currently avail¬ 
able from Tesco, to stay and 
shop locally instead. 

“By offering a better range of 
goods in a much-improved 
store, new shoppers can also 
be attracted into the town, 
which would provide an 
opportunity for the town 
centre to benefit from in¬ 
creased custom. 

“It’s disappointing that the 
Retailers’ Association has 
decided to oppose the plans 
but we remain keen to work 
with them, the town council 
and other parties to make sure 
that Newmarket benefits from 
this exciting scheme and sub¬ 
stantial investment.”

heart attack - 10 years to the 
day after a previous attack. 

Mr Champion said: “I shall 
definitely be at Aintree next 
month. I’m so disappointed 
that I can’t get to Cheltenham. 

“I’m feeling a bit better now, 
but I’ve got a bit of an in¬ 
fection.” 

He said he was in bed when 
he realised he was having a 
heart attack and called his 
doctor. 

“I was taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s where I had an angi¬ 
ogram, then I was transferred 
to Papworth for an angioplasty 
and had a couple of stents put 
in,” he said. 

He said he was due to go 
back to hospital for a check on 
his progress at the end of this 
month. 

Mr Champion’s battle to 
overcome cancer to win the 
Grand National in 1981 on 
Aldaniti was made into a film, 
in which he was played by 
actor John Hurt. Since then he 
has raised more than £14 
million for charity. 

He is also due to speak at 
the Aldaniti Charity Dinner at 
the Swynford Hotel, Six Mile 
Bottom, on April 13.

“Then find a number for the 
company (check literature they 
have sent you if you are a 
customer of theirs) and call 
them back on the number 
provided to check the person is 
who they claim to be. 

“Never agree to have any 
work done without first getting 
quotes from several legitimate 
companies and do not hesitate 
to hang up if you are 
suspicious.” 

Anyone in Suffolk who 
receives a suspicious call 


should contact the police on

Government’s Consumer 
Direct organisation on 08454 
040506. 

In Cambridgeshire, police 
have had reports of persistent 
high-pressure alarm salesmen 
who have made false claims 
about being connected with 
the police. 

Burglar alarms have been 
offered free or at greatly dis¬ 
counted prices to get cus¬ 
tomers to sign a contract 
committing them to service 
and maintenance costs.

The Planting 
Parishes initiative has already led to the 
creation of five new community 
woodlands throughout the district as 
part of an aim to increase tree cover by 
5-10 per cent.

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the countryside planting trees. 

“The results of all their hard work will 
be enjoyed by local residents, visitors 
and wildlife for generations to come.” 

Charlie Rickard, a Lode parish 
councillor, said: “We did not know how 
many villagers would turn up on the day 
but numbers peaked at about 40 - a very 
pleasing result. 

“There are now children in the village 
who will grow up knowing that they have 
helped to create a small area of 
woodland for future generations.” 

Public donations are being sought to 
fund the future development of the 
woodland.

Experts tackle horse condition 


RESEARCH carried out by 
experts at an animal 
charity is helping to tackle 
a fatal condition affecting 
foals. 

The Animal Health 
Trust, based just outside 
Newmarket, has so far 
tested nearly 1,000 
samples to check for 
carriers of Fell Pony Foal 
Syndrome, which causes 
the death of foals by the 
age of three months. 


The test allows owners 
to identify animals which 
are carriers so that they 
are not used for breeding. 

The tests established 
that 47 per cent of the 
samples from fell ponies 
and 10 per cent from 
dales ponies had a genetic 
mutation making them 
carriers of the syndrome, 
known as FIS. 

The test was developed 
as the result of a three 


year research project led 
by Dr fune Swinburne at 
the Animal Health Trust in 
collaboration with 
Professor Stuart Carter, of 
Liverpool University. 

Dr Swinburne said: “As 
so many breeders tested 
their breeding stock last 
year, we hope there will 
be very few foals affected 
by this horrendous dis¬ 
ease in the future.”

Talks set up to

A number of village libraries 
could close or be passed on to 
community groups to run under 
the cost-cutting plans of Suffolk 
County Council. 

Concerns have been raised 
about the future of Newmarket 
library with a former mayor 
encouraging people to write in 
support of keeping it open. 

But Cllr Judy Terry said: “Suff¬ 
olk County Council is not trying 
to close libraries. It is entirely 
wrong to suggest, or even create 
the perception, that this is 
happening. 

“What we do have to do is save 
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at least 30 per cent of our lib¬ 
raries budget. We’re therefore 
trying to find a way of securing 
the future of Suffolk’s libraries so 
that we don’t have to close them. 

“The days of county councils 
running public services as they 
always have are on the way out. 

“We’re looking for new and 
creative ways of running Suff¬ 
olk’s libraries, which nowadays 
serves a much broader function 
than they used to, and we need 
the help of Suffolk people. 

“I’m urging everyone and 
anyone to let us know if you 
think there is a way to run your 
local library in a different and 
more cost-effective way. 

“I want people to know that 


this is about securing the future 
of our libraries. We’re just 
looking for the right way to do 
it.” 

A consultation about the 
future of the county’s libraries 
continues until April 30. 

People who want a one-to-one 
meeting are being asked to book 
an appointment. 

A meeting is being held at 
Newmarket library between 
10am and 11.30am next Tuesday.

IN July 2003, former UN 
weapons inspector Dr David 
Kelly died after a high-profile 
appearance before the Foreign 
Affairs Select Committee to 
answer questions about the so- 
called “dodgy dossier” of 
evidence about weapons of 
mass destruction. 

On the other side of the Atlantic 
at the time, CIA operations officer 
Valerie Plame was caught in the 
eye of a media storm after her 
own government had seemingly 
blown her cover to discredit her 
husband, who had been highly 
critical of the Bush 
administration. 

She became a focal point for the 
anger and confusion of a nation 
struggling to understand the 
decision to invade Iraq based on 
apparently flawed intelligence 
data. 

Plame endured trial by media 
and her husband, former 
ambassador Joseph Wilson, 
chronicled their ordeal in his 
2004 book, The Politics of Truth: 
Inside the Lies That Led to War 
and Betrayed My Wife’s CIA 
Identity: A Diplomat’s Memoir. 



She followed suit three years 
later with her versions of events, 
Fair Game: My Life as a Spy, My 
Betrayal by the White House. 
Doug Liman, director of The 
Bourne Identity and Mr & Mrs 
Smith, relives the fraught period 
in this dialogue-heavy thriller 
adapted from the couple’s 
memoirs. 

In the film, Valerie (Naomi Watts), 
whose CIA status is unknown to 
almost her entire circle of family 
and friends, is caught in the 
crossfire when her husband Joe 
(Sean Penn) writes a scathing 


opinion piece for The New York 
Times. 

A subsequent article in The 
Washington Post exposes Valerie 
and she is shunned by 
colleagues, including Jack 
McAllister (Michael Kelly), who 
need to protect their own 
identities. 

Fair Game is a gripping snapshot 
of the events leading up to the 
war in Iraq and the subsequent 
fallout for Valerie, Joe and their 
family. 

The script tries to avoid taking 
sides, despite the source 
material, by providing a clear and 
concise timeline of events in the 
corridors of power as the 
possibility of war becomes a 
sickening reality. 

The knot in our stomach tightens 
with each passing frame as 
Valerie and Joe witness events 
spiralling out of control before 
them, and the terrible price they 
must pay for daring to lift the veil 
of secrecy and lies. 

Watts and Penn deliver riveting, 
impassioned performances, 
laying bare the rage and 
disappointment that slowly 
threatens to tear their marriage 
apart at a time when they most 
need to mount a united front.

The Royal seal of approval 



QUALITY buy a plant with the Award of Garden Merit label, says RHS horticultural 
director Jim Gardiner and you can be sure it’s first class. 


I f you’re a regular 
shopper at garden 
centres and nurseries, 
the chances are that at some 
point you’ll have bought a 
plant which has received 
the RHS Award of Garden 
Merit (AGM). 

Most people see this as a sign 
that it’s a reliable, above average 
specimen which will perform well 
in the right conditions. But plants 
have to go through a rigorous 
process before the coveted logo 
can be added to the label. 

Only around 34 new plants are 
trialled each year and it can take 
three years plus before the AGM is 
awarded, and more for trees or 
slow-growing plants. 

Since being first introduced in 
1922, more than 7,000 plants have 
received the Award of Garden 
Merit. New plants are trialled at

one of the RHS gardens or at a 
selected nursery or specialist 
grower. 

A panel of committee experts 
then meets to discuss and assess 
the merits of the plants, with input 
from plant heritage experts and 
National Collection holders. 

“There are five criteria, which 
are looked at as a group and not 
individually,” Jim Gardiner, RHS 
director of horticulture, explains. 

“The first one is excellence for 
ordinary use in appropriate 
conditions. The next is that the 
plant is available in the trade at 
some level.” 

This means that a widely 
grown, popular plant, for instance 
Lavandula hidcote, would have to 
be widely available from retailers 
nationwide to qualify, while a less 
popular plant, such as a trillium, 
should be available from 
appropriate outlets or specialists 
who grow that type of woodland 
garden plant. 

The other criteria are that the 


plant must be “of good 
constitution”, which means it is 
known to be healthy, and 
“essentially stable in form and 
colour”, performing to its 
description. 

So, if for example you were 
buying a variegated plant, it’s not 
going to revert, says Gardiner. 

It’s also got to be reasonably 
resistant to pests and diseases. 

“For instance, there are some 
herbaceous plants that succumb to 


mildew when put under stress. 
What we are saying is that if it 
gets mildew very quickly, it won’t 
be given the Award of Garden 
Merit.” 

Climate will inevitably have 
some bearing on a plant’s 
performance. Some plants will do 
better in warmer regions in the 
south than in cooler northern 
areas. 

This is again something the 
RHS is hoping to tackle when it 


hosts the world’s first international 
trials conference at RHS Garden 
Wisley, in Surrey, in July. 

“As part of our international 
trials conference, we’ll be having a 
debate about hardiness ratings, 
linked to the Award of Garden 
Merit,” says Gardiner. 

This may mean that in future 
people will be able to more easily 
understand what ratings their 
plants fall under at the point of 
sale. At present, it’s not 


compulsory to include hardiness 
ratings on plant labels. Even when 
growers do include the 
information on the label, the 
current rating of one to four is not 
as clear as it should be, says 
Gardiner, and the RHS is hoping 
to extend the rating from one to 
seven. 

“Responsible growers are 
putting the hardiness ratings on 
their labels. If it’s not on the plant 
tag, it should be at the point of 
sale. It’s in the growers’ interest to 
make sure they put it on because 
inevitably the hardiness over the 
last few years has been tested to 
the limit.” 

This year the RHS is carrying 
out a ‘sunset review’ to ensure that 
the AGM list is up to date and that 
plants which have been 
superseded by better varieties or 
are no longer available are 
dropped from the list. 

The new logos will be drip-fed 
into outlets through the year, 
gradually replacing the old ones. 

Logos may change but the aim 
remains the same. 

“When people go to nurseries 
or garden centres, if they look for 
the AGM logo they know there’s 
been a huge amount of investment, 
not only in time but in knowledge 
and expertise, to know they’ll be 
getting a first class garden plant,” 
says Gardiner.

is a citycar first and foremost, 
something reflected in a 
sprint to 60mph that takes 14 
seconds.
